whose inflex bile ten ets seemed fa sh ­ 
ioned for his character. 
He was 
praying soldier. 
He prayed as 
he 
fought and he fought as he prayed, 
with ¡implicit trust in the God of b a t­ 
tles. 
“ Never have 1 known a holier 
m an”, w rote his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. 
M argaret J unkin 
Preston. 
“ Never 
have I seen a (human being as thor- 
ughly governed by duty. 
He lived 
nly to please God- his life was 
a 
daily offering up of himself. 
But a 
fanatic, a visionary, he w as not 
in 
sense as was Cromwell. His fa n ­ 
aticism consisted in the intensity of 
his own religious convictions, which 
he never th ru st upon others.

the intlnnacy of our close home life.

secrecy of plan and celerity of move­ 
m ent became Ja ck so n ’s guiding prin­ 
ciples of w arfare.

not even 
his own staff officers, until the a p ­

Jackson’s

W ith Lee, of course, he

Jack so n ’s men, then 
galloped back,

His m ost brilliant cam 
paign, perhaps, w as the one th a t led 
up to Chancellorsville, w here he re 
ceived the wounds from which 
h» 
died. 
His last battle, in the thicket 
of the W ilderness before Chancellors 
ville w as a trium ph of d aring 
and 
strateg y . 
By one of h-is swift and 
secret movements he cam e unexpect 
edly upon the Federal flank and fell 
upon it with the “ Rebel yell”, utter 
ly ro u tin g the 11th corps which was 
opposed to him. 
At the close of th 
day of victo: y, he w as fired upon by 
some of bis own m en 
by m istake 
while reconnoitering day (hostile po 
sitions. 
He died Un May 10, 1863, at 
G uinea’s Station. 
“I have lost 
my 
right a r m ”, said Lee, yhen he heard 
of Jack so n ’s death. 
Jackson s 
w ords were, “ Let us cross over 
river and rest in th e shade of 
the 


trees.” 
M ilitary experts, th e world 
over 
concede that Jackson’s death at a cri 
tical moment in the fortunes of the 
Confederacy was an irre p arab le loss. 
His name was more dreaded and hihs 
m ilitary skill more .respected in the 
JMorth than that of any other south­ 
ern general, save Lee. 
His 
troops 
idolized him, though 
he w as 
the 
sternest of disciplinarians.

g reat C hristian soldier, fighting in a 
forlorn hope which he 'thought 
just, and he holds a place in 
h istory am ong the g re a t captains of 
all tim es.— Kansas City Star.

age’, and Magruder declared that “ if 
devotion, industry, talent and gallan­ 
try are the highest qualities of 
a 
»oldier, then is Jackson entitled 
to 
the distinction which their possession 
confers”. 
And it was in 
this 
war 
that Jackson 
discovered 
something 
about himself 
a something that was 
the real essence of his military gen­ 
ius and which accounted in part for 
fiis remarkable later successes in the 
fields of the battle. 
It was a certain 
exaltation and clairvoyance of spirit 
that came to him whvn he hoard the 
thunder of the guns. 
He 
declared 
that the danger of 
battle 
“always 
fiail an exalting effect upon his spir­ 
its and that he was conscious of 
a 
jnore {»erfret command of all his fac­ 
ulties and of their more clear 
and 
rapid action when under fire than at 
my other time.” 
Much has been written of 
Stone­ 
wall Jackson’s religiou zeal. 
It was 
the guiding principle of his life. His 
f;iith in an overuling Providence was 
supremo and unquestioning. 
He was 
)f the 
Presbyterian 
faith— a creed 
whose inflexible tenets seemed fash- 
ioned for his character. 
He was 
a 
praying soldier. 
He prayed as 
he 
fought and he fought as he prayed, 
with ¡implicit trust in the God of b at­ 
ik s. 
“Never have I known a holier 
man”, wrote his sister-in-law, 
Mrs. 
M argaret J unkin 
Preston. 
“ Never 
have 1 seen a .human lieing as thor­ 
oughly governed by duty. 
He lived 
nly to plejkso God 
.his 'life was 
a 
daily offering up of himself. 
But a 
fanatic, a visionary, he was not 
in 
any sense as was Cromwell. His fan ­ 
aticism consisted in the intensity of 
his own religious convictions, which 
he never thrust upon others. 
In all 
the intimacy of our close home life, 
I do not recall that he 
over volun 
tiered any expression of what is call­ 
ed ‘religious experience’1” 
He be­ 
gan each day with 
.his 
own silent 
prayer, 
in the field, religious serv­ 
ices were part of the discipline 
of 
his brigade. 
His military orders and 
reports were tilled with references to 
the Deity. 
His appeals to his sol 
diers breathed the spirit of the 
Old 
Testam ent pro h pet s. 
**I request you 
to uniet with me in htanksgiving to 
Almighty God”, read one of his 
or 
lers the day after his victory at Me 
DoweP, “for thus 
haring 
crowned 
your arms with success, and in pray 
;ng that He will continue to lead you 
on from victory to victory until our 
independence shall be established and 
make us that people whose God is 
the Lord”. 


As much as anything else this re- 


Hgious zeal and unquestioning faith 


contributed to his military successes. 
It made for his own self reiance and 
breathed its spirit into the morale of 
his soldiers 
No troop on either aide 
of the struggle was subjected 
to 
such stern discipline as that 
which 
molded th«» Stonewall 
brigade 
into 
one of th» moat remarkable fighting 
machines of the Civil War. 
It was 
to Jackson what the Old Guard was 
to Napoleon, who was 
his military 
exemplar and hero, whose system of 
tactics he situdied closely and whose 
secrecy of plan and celerity of move­ 
ment became Jackson’s guiding prin­ 
ciples of warfare. 
No man 
not even 
his own stuff officers, until the ap­ 
pointed 
moment—knew 
Jackson’s 
plans. 
With Lee, of course, he 
was 
more open, but often he would out­ 
line to Lee two 
or three 
possible 
plans of conducting a certain move­ 
ment anil Lee would leave the choice 
of t.he plans submitted 
to Jackson’s 
own discretion. 
So that often 
even 
Ut* was in the 
dark 
until Jackson 
was ready to predi pit ate his 
move­ 
ment. 
He would execute 
strange maneu 
w rs with his troops, the purpose 
of 
which even his own officers could not 
guuss. 
Once he marched the Stone­ 
wall brigade three times over 
the 
crown of one of the Virginia moun­ 
tains, going each time over the same 
road, no man or officer except Jack­ 
son knowing 
the 
reason 
for fhe 
movement. 
But when the time came 
for action Jackson was usually at a 
place when, no one expected him to 
be and it was always the right place 
The Army of 
the 
Potomac 
never 
knew where 
Jackson 
would strike 
Once, at Staunton, in the face of an 
advancing enemy, he withdrew all his 
troops from the town, h a rin g it ap 
parervtly absolutely without defenses 
The people were in terror. 
Two days 
later, undor cover of night, Jackson 
brought his whole force back to 
the 


poses well. 
A nothin rime he gave an 
order to his wagon |n a-ter, early in 
the morning, to “ mow all the wagons 
towrd the west”. 
“How f a r ? ” ask 
t*d the fficer. 
“ Until you get an or 
d ir to stop,” was J i. ksons reply. 
It was at the fit 
battle of Bull 
Run that Jackson 
earned 
the ni«*k 
i .une by which hi* is generally known. 
It was there, too, th.it his 
brigade 
started the “ Rebel yell” which was 


h o often afterw ards to strike terroi 
n the enemy’s ranks 
The Fdeertfls 
had driven back Evans, Bee and Bar 
ow. 
The crisis of th. day’s battle 
had come. 
It seemed to spell defeat 
f»«r the Confederate forces. 
General 
Bee, in a desperate attempt to rally 
his tvrror-stricken men, came daidi­ 
ng towards Jackson’s position, cov­ 
ered with dust ami sweat, waving his 
sword. 
“G eneral”, hi cried to Jack­ 
son, “ they 
are 
beating 
us back”. 
Then we will give them the bayonet,” 
said Jackson, at tho same time point­ 
ing to the 1st brigade b.U nd him, 
drawn up in line of battle. 
He was 
cool, quiet and the light of battle was 
In his eyes—»that mood of exaltation. 
Bee ca»t his eye ovor the line 
of 
Jackson’s men, then 
gallop««! back, 
shouBmg, “oLok, m n, there is Jark- 
son standing like a stone wall—rally 
behind the Virginians!” The soldiers 
repeated Bee’s cry and it rang across 
the field and saved the day. 
Jack­ 
son’s order that day to his brigade 
was the inspiration 
of 
the 
“ Rebel 
11". 
“ Reserve your tire”, he call- 
ed out, as the enemy appracheii, “till 
they come within fifty yards, 
then 
tire and give them the bayonet, and 
when you charge, yell lik«* 
furies!” 
Jackson’s attack broke 
the Federal 
center and the retreat of the Federal* 
became a rout and then a panic. 
In the Shenandoah 
Valley 
cam ­ 
paign, Jackson, then a major gener 
al, displayed such brilliant and 
D - 
widering strategy that 
his 
move­ 
ment« became ithe center of Federal 
study and observation. 
Every other 
plan of campaign on the part of th«* 
Federáis was finally subordinated to 
one <K*ep laid scheme after another 
for “trapping Jackson,” 
but 
Jack­ 
son’s prescience and lightrfmg 
like 
rapidity 
of 
movement and his un 
fathomable secrecy enabled him 
to 
evade every trap. 
Within a 
few 
months Jackson had defeated 
three 
Federal arm>e*s ami was master 
of 
the valley. 
His most brilliant cam 
paign, perhaps, was the oru* that led 
up to Chancellorsville, where he re­ 
ceived the wounds from which 
h1 
died. 
His last battle, in the thickets 
of the Wilderness before Chancellors 
ville was a triumph of daring 
and 
strategy. 
By one of his swift and 
secret movements he camv unexpect 
edly upon the Federal flank and fell 
upon it with the “ Rebel yell”, utter 
ly routing the 11th corps which was 
opposed to him. 
At the close of the 
day of victo: y, he was fired upon by 
some of bis own men 
by mistake 
while reconnoitering day hostile po 
sit-ions. 
He died tin May 10, 1863, at 
Guinea’s Station. 
“I have lost 
my 
right arm ”, said Lee, yhen he heard 
of Jackson’s death. 
Jackson’s 
last 
words were, "Let us cross over 
the 
river and rest in the shade of 
the 
trees.” 
Military experts, the wrorld 
over 
concede that Jackson’s death at a cri 
tical moment in the fortunes of the 
Confederacy was an irreparable loss. 
His name was more dreaded and Iiihs 
m ilitary skill more respected in the 
North than that of any other south- 
rn general, save Lee. 
His 
troops 
idolized him, though 
he was 
the 
sternest of disciplinarians. 
IK* was a 
great Christian soldier, fighting in a 
forlorn hope which he thought 
w*as 
just, and he holds a place in military 
history among the great captains of 
all times.— Kansas City Star.
